CPL. GARY RICHARDSON 
Red Bluff Soldier Awarded Medals Posthumously 


A hero's medals have been 
awarded posthumously to Cpl. 
Gary Richardson, killed in ac­ 
tion June 13 in Vietnam. 
Private First Class at the 
time of his death Corporal Rictte 
ardson was a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Carroll M. Richardson of 
Red Bluff. The medals were ac­ 
cepted for them by their only 
surviving son, Dennis RicharcL 
son, at a ceremony at the Army 
Depot 
in 
Sacramento. 
The 
Bronze Star Medal with "V" 
device and Oak Leaf Cluster, 
for heroism in combat, and the 
Purple Heart, for wounds re­ 
ceived in action, were presented 
at the Sacramento ceremony, 
added to the Good Conduct Med. 
al, National Dc* 
e Service 
Medal, Vietnam St. 
ce Medal, 
the Vietnam campr jn ribbon 
and Expert Badge with Rifle and 
Pistol Bars. 


The Bronze Star Medal ci­ 
tation read "Pvt. Richardson 
distinguished himself by heroic 
actions on June 13, 1968, while 
serving as a forward observer 
on a reconnaissance in force 
operation near Gin Thoi Nhut, 
Republic of Vietnam. When his 
unit came under devastating fire 
from 
an estimated battalion- 


size enemy force, several men 
were wounded. Pvt. Richardson, 
with complete disregard for his 
own safety, advanced to within 
20 meters of the Viet Cong 
positions in order to admini­ 
ster fir staid to one of his wound* 
ed comrades. While assisting 
his comrade, Pvt. Richardson 
was wounded by the intense ene­ 


my fire. Ignoring the pain, he 
learlessly attempted to carry 
his fellow soldier to safety, but 
was morally wounded by the in­ 
tense hostile fire concentrated 
upon him. Due to his valorous 
actions several lives were sav­ 
ed and the enemy force defeat­ 
ed.»» 
Corporal Richardson had eiw 


tered the army in September of 
1967 and had been in Vietnam 
since last March. He was a 
member of the 1964 graduating 
class of Red Bluff Union High 
School and the 1967 class of 
Shasta College. He had been em­ 
ployed at Diamond National tbe 
summer prior to his entering 
the army.

NEW YORK(AP)-Firstdance 
fever grips lots of young people 
during the school year. 
What is the right thing to do 
at a dance? An 18-year-old sis­ 
ter of a 14-year-old and four 
of her girl friends were heard 
advising the younger girl on 
how to get along with boys. Their 
advice, they say, boils down to 
this; Avoid conflict, be sincere, 
treat him like a manl The girls 
are cool types, although their 
advice might sound a little old- 
fashioned. 
Should you accept a last min­ 
ute date to a dance? 
Why not assume you are the 
first he called, they told her. 
After all, don’t talk yourself 
out of fun. 
What do you do when you fin­ 
ish a dance with a boy at a 
school dance? 
You thank him as he returns 
you to your friends. 
What can you talk about to a 
strange boy —"I get very ner­ 
vous,” little Sis explained. 
Begin the conversation and let 
him take over, they advise.For 
example, "Are you going out 
for sports?” If his reply is 
negative, say something like, 
* ‘Oh, you are the studious type.” 
If he doesn’t bite on one of those 
you aren't going to make much 
headway, if he bgins to talk, 
he won't stop, but let's hope that 
his mother didn't advise HIM to 
ask the questions, the girls 
said.

New Version Of An Old Craft 
If you haven’t tried decou- 
page yet, now’s the time. It 
may sound like a new kind of 
dance or a fancy dessert, but 
decoupage is just a big word 
for a simple handicraft that 
has taken the fancy of millions 
of women. 
The word itself (phoneti­ 
cally pro n ou nced “day-coo- 
pahge”) is from the French 
and means the art of decorat­ 
ing su rfaces w ith ap plied 
paper cutouts. 
However, there’s more to it 
than that. The cutout design 
and the surface to which it is 
glued must be covered with 
coats of a special varnish. This 
gives the item—which might 
be a d eco rative box, w all 
plaque, or piece of furniture— 
a distinctive finish that re­ 
sembles lacquer. 
Several years ago, do-it-your­ 
self versions of this age-old 
craft sprang up with the "old 
board’’ school of art. Materials 
were found by scavenging lum­ 
ber yards for odd pieces of 
wood suitable for making into 
wall plaques. Magazines and 
art periodicals yielded prints 
for pasted-on designs. 
To make the wood look even 
more antique and weather­ 
beaten, devotees burned it, 
hammered it, even sawed off 
edges. 
Today, arts and craits shops 
offer unfinished wooden items 
fdr decoupage purposes. They 
include ready-cut plaques, 
boxes of all sizes, and waste­ 


baskets. 
And now, there’s a rich new 
source for decoupage designs. 
Motifs cut from cotton cloth, 
either decorator or piecegoods 
fabrics, provide imaginative 
cutouts. The fabric motifs give 
finished items a three-dimen 
sional look and are easier to 
work with than paper cutouts. 
They ^lso enable you to co­ 
ordinate decoupage items with 
the rest of the room decor. 
For fabric decoupage, choose 
a closely woven cotton print 
with large, clearly defined mo­ 
tifs. These could be big flow­ 
ers, country landscapes, circus 
animals, or Early American de­ 
signs. To coordinate them with 
room decor, plan to make cur­ 
tains, a tablecloth, or a bed­ 
spread with the same fabric. 
Look for unfinished wooden 
items at an arts and crafts 
shop. Sand down the item and, 
if you like the weather-beaten 
look, hammer dents in it and 
bum edges. 
Stain with any wood stain 
you like until you get the 
shade desired. Or give it an 
antique colored finish with 
spray paint. After paint dries, 
paste on fabric cutout with 
white household glue. 
When this is dry, give the 
entire item several coats of 
special decoupage varnish, 
available at hardware and 
paint stores. You can get fiat, 
semi-gloss, or high gloss var­ 
nish in liquid or spray form. 
Sand lightly between coats. 


You must finish the dance, 
they advised. If he comments 
about it, pretend you haven't no­ 
ticed.

NEW YORK(AP)-Firstdance 
fever grips lots of young people 
during the school year. 
What Is the right thing to do 
at a dance? An 18-year-old s is ­ 
ter of a 14-year-old and four 
of her girl friends were heard 
advising the younger girl on 
how to get along with boys. Their 
advice, they say, boils down to 
this; Avoid conflict, be sincere, 
treat him like a man! The girls 
are cool types, although their 
advlce might sound a little old- 
fashioned. 
Should you accept a last min­ 
ute date to a dance? 
Why not assume you are the 
first he called, they told her. 
After all, don't talk yourself 
out of fun. 
What do you do when you fin­ 
ish a dance with a boy at a 
school dance? 
You thank him as he returns 
you to your friends. 
What can you talk about to a 
strange boy —"I get very ner­ 
vous," little Sis explained. 
Begin tee conversation and let 
him take over, they advise.For 
example, "Are you going out 
for sports?" H his reply is 
negative, say something like, 
"Oh, you are the studious type.” 
If he doesn't bite on one of those 
you aren't going to make much 
headway. If he bgins to talk, 
he won't stop, but let’s hope teat 
his mother didn't advise HIM to 
ask 
the questions, the girls 
said. 
If he returns with me to my 
friends, should I Introduce him? 


Not obligatory, tee girls say, 
but if he lingers you might say, 
do you know Joe Smith or what­ 
ever his name Is.

New Version Of An Old Craft 


If you haven’t tried decou- 
page yet, now’s the time. It 
may sound like a new kind of 
dance or a fancy dessert, but 
decoupage is just a big word 
for a simple handicraft that 
has taken the fancy of millions 
of women. 
The word itself (phoneti­ 
cally p r o n o u n c e d “day-coo- 
pahge”) is from the French 
and means the art of decorat­ 
ing s u r f a c e s w i t h a p p lie d 
paper cutouts. 
However, there’s more to it 
i han that. The cutout design 
and the surface to which it is 
glued must be covered with 
coats of a special varnish. This 
gives the item—which might 
be a d e c o r a t i v e box, wall 
plaque, or piece of furniture— 
a distinctive finish that re 
sembles lacquer. 
Several years ago, do-it-your­ 
self versions of this ageold 
craft sprang up with the “old 
board” school of art. Materials 
were found by scavenging lum 
ber yards for odd pieces of 
wood suitable for making into 
wall plaques Magazines and 
art periodicals yielded prints 
fdr pasted-on designs 
To make the wood look even 
more antique 
and 
weather 
beaten 
devotees burned it, 
hammered it. even sawed off 
■ 
Today, arts and crafts shops 
iter unfinished wooden items 
for de- oapege purposes They 
t á c lu d e ready-cut plaques, 
boxes of all sixes, and waste 


baskets. 
And now, there’s a rich new 
source for decoupage designs. 
Motifs cut from cotton cloth, 
either decorator or piecegoods 
fabrics, 
provide 
imaginative 
cutouts. The fabric motifs give 
finished items a three-dimen­ 
sional look and are easier to 
work with than paper cutouts. 
They ^lso enable you to co­ 
ordinate decoupage items with 
the rest of the room decor. 
For fabric decoupage, choose 
a closely woven cotton print 
with large, clearly defined mo­ 
tifs. These could be big flow­ 
ers, country landscapes, circus 
animals, or Early American de­ 
signs. To coordinate them with 
room decor, plan to make cur­ 
tains, a tablecloth, or a bed­ 
spread w’ith the same fabric. 
Look for unfinished wooden 
items at an arts and crafts 
shop. Sand down the item and. 
if you like the weather beaten 
look, hammer dents in it and 
bum edges. 
Stain with any wood stain 
you like until you get the 
shade desired. Or give it an 
antique colored finish with 
spray paint After paint dries, 
paate un fabric cutout with 
white household glue. 
When this is dry, give the 
entire item several coats of 
sp e c ia l decou p age varmsh. 
available 
at 
hardware 
and 
paint stores You can get fiat, 
semi-gloss, or high gloss var 
msh in liquid or spray form 
Sand lightly between coats

Century Of Happy Living 


Dr. Coleman 


TO LIVE to be one hundred 


years old is a remarkable ac- 
complishment. More and more, 
because of the wonders of 
modern medicine, both men 
and women now frequently at- 
tain the title of centenarian. 


Unless the added years of 


longevity are associated with 


personal h a p- 
piness and by 
living1 in com- 
plete 
dignity, 


they can be r 
burden rather 
than a gift. It 
is for this rea- 
son that social 
advances must 
k e e p 
p a c e 


with scientific 
progress 
t o 


add bliss f ul 


years rather than burdensome 
ones. 


When one attains this won- 


derful age, a man or woman 
has the right for a moment 
at least, to become an author- 
ity and explain exactly why 
it happened. That explanation 
varies from a life of no to- 
bacco to one that includes 14 
cigars a day. It may or may 
not include a daily pint of ice 
cream or a daily pint of alco- 
hol. It may also include a diet 
of special herbs, techniques of 
cooking and special climates. 
Whatever the explanation is. 
the centenarian has the right, 
for that day at least, to become 
a medical export, a s o c i a l 
philosopher and a prognosti- 
cator for the future. 


There need not be any ex- 


planation. Rather should there 
be some evidence that a full 
life was filled with accomplish- 
ment and freed from the forces 
of fear that inferfere with jx»r- 
s o n a 1 productivity, security, 
and one's contribution to so- 
ciety. 


I had the pleasure of inter- 


viewing four people who made 
the turn into the second cen- 
tury and was delighted by 
their general professorial atti- 
tudes that all people should 
live their lives rather than die 
their liven in few, conflict and 
confusion. There seemed to be 
universal agreement a m o n g 
them that anxious periods In 
their lives, in the lives of their 
family, in the lives of our na- 
tion, were temporary and 
could be kept in control if they 
themselves were not destroyed 
by that anxiety. 


One of my favorite responaes 


came from a frail, but intel- 
lectually alert woman, who 
seemed to be starting the sec- 
ond century with great hope 
for mankind. She felt that liv- 
ing one's life completely is a 
delicate art since no period 
in her life was ever free of 
some problem or the need, for 
important decisions. 


There are many who at 


younger ages believe in the un- 
realistic attitude that peace of 
mind and inner security come 
only by avoiding problems. 
This is untrue. The real tran- 
quillity of emotions comes in 
a mature way by knowing that 
problems have existed, do exist, 
and will always exist. Real se- 
curity lies in the ability to 
come face to face with these 
problems and solve them with- 
out hiding- in the fantasy that 
they do not exist. 


Confident knowledge that 


one has solved problems, and 
will solve the new ones, gives 
one a great sense of personal 
security. There is no chrono- 
logical age for maturity and 
for the capacity to solve these 
personal, social and family 
problems. Within all of us lies 
a great deal of reserve which 
when called upon helps carry 
us over through the periods of 
stress that might otherwise 
be unbearable. 


I have repeatedly written 


in my columns that it is no 
shame to have a psychological 
problem or an emotional up- 
set in this angry, rushing, 
frenetic world. When these 
occur, at any age, they should 
be brought out into the open 
and treated with complete 
honesty, in order to Insure the 
fact that fruitful years will 
not be burdened by psycholog- 
ical distress. Living to one 
hundred years can only be 
happy if one lives to one hun- 
dred.

CREW'S CONFESSION; NEW 
YEAR'S DRINKING IS DANG- 
EROUS; CONSUMERS CHAMP- 
ION RETIRES IN CALIFORNIA 


WASHINGTON — Preliminary 


Naval investigation of the USS 
Pueblo's crew shows that Cmdr. 
Lloyd M. Bucher finally signed 
his "confession" after he be- 
came convinced it was the only 
way to save his men from tor- 
ture and possible death. 


The crew had been threatened 


with execution. For sport, North 
Korean guards would fire ma- 
chine gun blasts within inches 
of the American prisoners. 


Many admirals still cling to 


the 
tradition 
that prisoners 


should accept death and tor- 
ture rather than give any in- 
formation to their captors. Any 
relaxation 
of this principle, 


they argue, will encourage 
POWs to sell out their com- 
rades in order to save their 
own skins. 


But other admirals are more 
tolerant. The case of Brig. Gen. 
Andrew Evans, an Air Force 
pilot shot down over North Kor- 
ea, has influenced the Pentagon. 
He was lined up before a firing 
squad three times, then re- 
prieved each time, just before 
the triggers were pulled, and 
given another "24 hours" to 
"reconsider." 


Though ready to die rather 


than sign a confession, unre- 
lenting torture finally broke 
his will to resist. 


"Probably to most people, to 


break down means utter col- 
lapse, a slobbering of words 
and complete abandonment of 
resistance," he said after his 
release. "I know this is not the 
case. 
"Near the end of this exper- 
ience, for instance, there was 
another moment when I backed 
out on the whole deal. They 
kept trying to get me to back- 
date my confession to May. For 
some reason, I went into a state 
of obstinacy and refused to do 
so. But I accepted the date of 
August 18, though it was then 
September 3. 


"My condition at the time 


might best be described as only 
half man. I could still gather 
my energies to fight them on 
some subjects, but I was com- 
pletely passive on others." 


The 
Air Force finally con- 


cluded that Evans had held out 
beyond the call of duty. He was 
accepted back on active duty as a 
hero. 


Rear Adm. Edwin Rosenberg, 
who handled the repatriation of 
the Pueblo crew, believes that 
Captain Bucher is also a hero. 


A court of inquiry, headed by 
Vice Adm. Harold Bowen, will 
review the investigators' find- 
ings and make a decision, ft 
will affect the discipline and 
morale of the entire Navy. 


NEW YEAR'S DRINKING 


Those wtio drink the New Year 


in and then drive should take a 
look at an interesting document 
submitted to Congress by Sec- 
retary of Transportation Alan 
Boyd. IPs called the 1968 Re- 
port on Alcohol and Highway 
Safety. R shows: That alcohol 
causes some 25,000 deaths and 
at least 800,000 crashes in the 
USA every year . . .

gainst Bennett's annual salary

table victories. He stopped Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric from 
building an atomic power plant 
in Bodega Bay; persuaded the 
California utilities companies 
to remove racial bars against 
hiring Negroes; and got the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion In Washington to probe the 
rates of AT&T, thereby leading 
to a $100,000,000 reduction in 
phone rates.

Merry-Go-Round

TO LIVE to be one hundred 
years old is a remarkable ac­ 
complishment. More and more, 
because of the wonders of 
modem medicine, both men 
and women now frequently a t­ 
tain the title of centenarian. 
Unless the added years of 
longevity are associated with 
personal h a p ­ 
piness and by 
living in com­ 
plete 
dignity, 
they can be a 
burden rather 
than a gift. It 
is for this rea­ 
son that social 
advances must 
k e e p 
p a c e 
with scientific 
progress 
t o 
add b 1 i s s ful 
years rather than burdensome 
ones. 
When one attains this won­ 
derful age, a man or woman 
has the right for a moment 
at least, to become an author­ 
ity and explain exactly why 
it happened. That explanation 
varies from a life of no to­ 
bacco to one that includes 14 
cigars & day. It may or may 
not include a daily pint of ice 
cream or a daily pint of alco­ 
hol. It m ay also include a diet 
of special herbs, techniques of 
cooking and special climates. 
W hatever the explanation is, 
the centenarian has the right, 
for that day at least, to become 
a medical expert, a s o c i a l 
philosopher and a prognostic 
cator for the future. 
There need not be any ex­ 
planation. Rather should there 
be some evidence that a full 
life was filled with accomplish­ 
ment and freed from the forces 
of fear that inferiere with per- 
s o n a 1 productivity, security, 
and one's contribution to so­ 
ciety. 
I had the pleasure of inter­ 
viewing four people who made 
the turn into the second cen­ 
tury and was delighted by 
their general professorial a tti­ 
tudes that all people should 
live their lives rather than die 
their Uvea in fear, conflict and 
confusion There seemed to be 
universal agreement a m o n g 
them that anxious periods in 
their lives, in the lives of their 
family, in the lives of our na­ 
tion, w e r e temporary a n d 
could be kept in control if they 
themselves were 
destroyed 
by that anxiety. 
One of my favorite responses 


came from a frail, but intel­ 
lectually alert woman, who 
seemed to be starting the sec­ 
ond century with great hope 
for mankind. She felt that liv­ 
ing one s life completely is a 
delicate art since no period 
in her life was ever free of 
some problem or the need for 
important decisions. 
There are many who at 
younger ages believe in the un­ 
realistic attitude that peace of 
mind and inner security come 
only by avoiding problems. 
This is untrue. The real tran­ 
quillity of emotions comes in 
a m ature way by knowing that 
problems have existed, do exist, 
and will always exist. Real se­ 
curity lies in the ability to 
come face to face with these 
problems and solve them with­ 
out hiding in the fantasy that 
they do not exist. 
Confident knowledge 
that 
one has solved problems, and 
will solve the new ones, gives 
one a great sense of personal 
security. There is no chrono­ 
logical age for m aturity and 
for the capacity to solve these 
personal, social and family 
problems. W ithin all of us lies 
a great deal of reserve which 
when called upon helps carry 
us aver through the periods of 
stress th at might otherwise 
be unbearable. 
I have repeatedly wrritten 
in my columns that it is no 
shame to have a psychological 
problem or an emotional up- 
Bet in this angry, rushing, 
frenetic world. Wrhen these 
occur, at any age, they should 
be brought out into the open 
and 
treated 
with 
complete 
honesty, in order to insure the 
fact that fruitful years will 
not be burdened by psycholog­ 
ical distress. Living to one 
hundred years can only be 
happy if one live* to one hun­ 
dred.

CREW’S CONFESSION; 
NEW 
YEAR'S DRINKING IS DANG­ 
EROUS; CONSUMERS CHAMP­ 
ION RETIRES IN CALIFORNIA 


WASHINGTON - Prelim inary 
Naval investigation of the USS 
Pueblo's crew shows that Cmdr. 
Lloyd M. Bucher finally signed 
his "confession*' after he be­ 
came convinced it was the only 
way to save his men from to r­ 
ture and possible death. 
The crew had been threatened 
with execution. For sport, North 
Korean guards would fire ma­ 
chine gun blasts within inches 
of the American prisoners. 
Many adm irals still cling to 
the 
tradition 
that prisoners 
should accept death and to r­ 
ture rather than give any in­ 
formation to their captors. Any 
relaxation 
of 
this principle, 
they 
a r g u e , 
will encourage 
POWs to sell out their com­ 
rades In order to save their 
own skins. 
But other adm irals are more 
tolerant. The case of Brig. Gen. 
Andrew Evans, an A ir Force 
pilot shot down over North Kor­ 
ea, has influenced the Pentagon. 
He was lined up before a firing; 
squad 
three 
tim es, then r e ­ 
prieved each time, just before 
the triggers were pulled, and 
given another ” 24 hours" to 
"reconsider.” 
Though ready to die rather 
than sign a confession, unre­ 
lenting torture finally broke 
his will to resist. 
"Probably to most people, to 
break down means utter col­ 
lapse, a slobbering of words 
and complete abandonment of 
resistance,” he said after his 
release. " I know this is not the 
case. 
"N ear the end of this exper­ 
ience, for instance, there was 
another moment when I backed 
out on the whole deai. They 
kept trying to get me to back­ 
date my confession to May. For 
some reason, I went into a state 
of obstinacy and refused to do 
so. But I accepted the date of 
August 18, though it was then 
September 3. 


“ My condition at the time 
might best be described as only 
half man. I could still gather 
my energies to fight them on 
some subjects, but I was com­ 
pletely passive on others.*' 
The 
Air Force finally con­ 
cluded that Evans had held out 
beyond the call of duty. He was 
accepted back on active duty as a 
hero. 
Rear Adm. Edwin Rosenberg, 
who handled tne repatriation of 
the Pueblo crew, believes that 
Captain Bucher is also a hero. 
A court of inquiry, headed by 
Vice Adm. Harold Bowen, will 
review the investigators’ find­ 
ings and make a decision. It 
will affect the discipline and 
morale of the entire Navy. 


NEW YEAR'S DRINKING 
Those who drink the New Year 
in and then drive should take a 
look at an interesting document 
submitted to Congress by Sec­ 
retary of Transportation Alan 
Boyd. It's called the 1968 Re­ 
port on Alcohol and Highway 
Safety. It shows: That alcohol 
causes some 25,000 deaths and 
at least 800,000 crashes in the 
USA e\ery year . . . The odds 
are more than 8 to 1 that a 
fatally injured driver between 
9 p.m. and midnight has been 
drinking heavily . . . In widely 
separated communities, driv­ 
ers involved in crashes after 
drinking 
are 
several 
times 
more likely than others to have 
been treated, or to be subse­ 
quently treated, lor alcoholism 
. . . Forty per cent of the in­ 
nocent dead drivers were killed 
by drinking drivers . . . Un­ 
fortunately 
an 
appreciable 
percentage of those whose li­ 
censes have been suspended or 
revoked for alcohol-related of­ 
fenses continue to drive. Read 
the report and then stay off the 
road after drinking.

VOICE 
The Me. 1 consumers’ champ­ 
ion of the West bows out of of­ 
fice today. He is William Ben­ 
nett, member of the California 
Public Utilities Commission, 
whose tenacity secured a $155,- 
000,000 refund for the people of 
California from El Paso Natuial 


Gas for overcharging on gas 
rates. Nixon’s law firm , inci­ 
dentally, was one of the at­ 
torneys for El Paso and was paid 
$771,129.83 from 1961-67 a s a - 
gainst Bennett’s annual salary 
of $25,000. 
Bennett scored many other no­ 
table victories. He stopped Pa­ 
cific Gas and Electric from 
building an atomic power plant 
In Bodega Bay; persuaded the 
California utilities companies 
to remove racial bars against 
hiring Negroes; and got the Fed­ 
eral Communications Comm is­ 
sion in Washington to probe the 
rates of AT&T, thereby leading 
to a $100,000,000 reduction in 
phone rates. 
Bennett will be m issed. Al­ 
ready the Pacific Telephone 
Company 
has 
secured from 
Reagan -appointed public utility 
commissioners an $86,000,000 
phone rate increase; and other 
utilities have lined up to do 
likewise. Since Gov. Reagan’s 
election, Bennett has been a 
minority voice for the consum­ 
er'. After today, when he re ­ 
tires, consumers will have no 
voice at all. 


NO BOOK-WORM ROGERS 
Bill Rogers, Nixon’s new Sec­ 
retary of State, is being kid­ 
ded 
about 
his sideburns. 
Friends say they add to his al­ 
ready handsome appearance. 
Other friends in the State De­ 
partment 
are 
worried about 
Rogers’ failure to burn the mid­ 
night oil over foreign affairs 
problems he will face after 
Jan. 21. 
Secretary of State Rusk has 
prepared six volumes of loose- 
leaf notebooks on the big de­ 
cisions facing the new admini­ 
stration. They are very con­ 
fidential and for the eyes of the 
new President and the new Sec­ 
retary of State. 
However, up until Christm as 
Eve, Secretary-designate Rog­ 
ers had not even opened the 
volumes. He has been spending 
a lot of time in New York con­ 
ferring with Nixon. Those who 
helped prepare toe confidential 
studies for him wish that he 
would read toe books first, 
then confer with Nixon.

ones. 
When one attains this won­ 
derful age. a man or woman 
has the right for a moment 
at least, to become an author­ 
ity and explain exactly why 
It happened. That explanation 
varies from a life of no to­ 
bacco to one that includes 14 
cigars a day. It may or may 
not include a daily pint of ice 
cream or a daily pint of alco­ 
hol. It may also include a diet 
of special herbs, techniques of 
cooking and special climates. 
Whatever the explanation is. 
the centenarian has the right, 
for that day at least, to become 
a medical expert, a s o c i a l 
philosopher and a prognosti­ 
c a te for the future.

I have repeatedly written 
in my columns that it is no 
shame to have a psychological 
problem or an emotional up­ 
set in this angry, rushing, 
frenetic world. When these 
occur, at any age, they should 
be brought out into the open 
and 
treated 
with complete 
honesty, in order to insure the 
fact that fruitful years will 
not be burdened by psycholog­ 
ical distress. Living to one 
hundred years can only be 
happy If one liven to one hun­ 
dred.
